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Communist Party success in infiltrating the Socialist Party oriiottador was 
clearly demonstrated in the recent election of a new directorate for the 
latter group. Of the 14 persons elected, either as members of tho directorate 
or alternates, eight are known Comunis to or Socialists sympathetic to 
Communist Party policies. 



| in spite of the Communist infiltration, there 

is no close working alliance between the two parties, primarily because the 
leaders of the Communist Party do not wish to become entangled in any agreement 
which night bring about the outlawing of their party. They have informed the 
Socialists that they will tacitly and morally support Socialist opposition to 
the government, but that they wish for tho present to remain on the sidelines 
in matters of national politics. The Communists believe that, through friends 
in the new Socialist directorate, they can extend a certain amount of 
influence over the policies of that party.
